WASHINGTON (A P) - Secretary of 
State Cyrus R. Vance today urged Con­ 
gress to reinstate a ban on U.S. imports 
of 
Rhodesian 
chrome, 
saying 
the 
sanction would help to defuse an “ ex­ 
plosive situation in southern Africa.” 
The 
action, 
Vance 
declared 
in 
testimony before a Senate Foreign Rela­ 
tions subcommittee, would be a clear 
signal to Rhodesian Prime Minister Ian 
Smith that the United States is dedicated 
to black majority rule in Africa, and that 
his white minority government cannot 
stall 
indefinitely 
on 
international 
demands to bring it about. 
Vance said he believes negotiations for 
transition to black rule in Rhodesia “ can 
be gotten back on the track again, and we 
will do everything in our power to help a 
settlement.” But he added: “ Should that 
fail, we will not escalate our involve­ 
ment” in southern Africa. 
Of all the areas in southern Africa 
where racial unrest exists, he said, 
Rhodesia is the most dangerous, with 
potential for war in which the interven­ 
tion of “ non-African forces” cannot be 
discounted. 
"W e must try to head off a disaster in 
Rhodesia. We believe that change there 
is necessary. It certainly is inevitable." 
Vance said. “ Our challenge is that it be 
rapid, peaceful and orderly.” 
The subcommittee is considering a bill 
by its chairman, Sen. Dick Clark, D- 
Iowa, 
to repeal the 
so-called Byrd 
amendment which in 1971 opened the 
way for U S. companies to import Rhode­ 
sian chrome despite United Nations 
economic 
sanctions 
against 
Smith’s 
rebel regime 
Vance said the Byrd amendment put 
the United States “ at odds with the will of 
the international community in the only 


effort ever made by the U.N. to use man­ 
datory economic sanctions. We have 
acted in violation of our own often- 
proclaimed devotion to international 
law.” 
Supporters of the Byrd amendment 
have expressed fear that the loss of 
Rhodesian 
chrome 
could 
make 
the 
United States heavily dependent on the 
Soviet Union for imports of the metal. 
Vance said American industry is not 
dependent on Rhodesian chrome and 
“ repeal will not harm our economy." 
The 
United 
Nations 
adopted 
the 
British-backed 
boycott 
of Rhodesian 
chrome in 1966, but Congress in 1971 
amended U.S. law to allow American 
companies to'import the metal from the 
African nation 
Clark told the panel on Wednesday that 
his bill to enforce the ban “ would add 
significantly to international pressure 
for a negotiated settlement” in Rhodesia. 
U.S. policy, he said, has exposed the 
United States to charges of hypocrisy in 
its dealings with southern Africa, and 
may have falsely encouraged Smith to 
believe the United States ultimately 
would 
come 
to 
the 
rescue of 
his 
government. 
“ Only congressional action to end this 
support once and for all will convince the 
Smith regime that Hie United States is on 
the side of racial equality and majority 
rule,” Clark said 
Clark's proposal was backed by the 
United Steelworkers Union, which said 
repeal of the Byrd amendment would not 
imperil jobs in U.S. 
industry. That 
concern should not be used to undermine 
the embargo, “ thereby contributing to 
the repression of civil liberties ¡for the 
majority of Rhodesians.” said union 
spokesman John J. Sheehan

WASHINGTON (AP) — Opponents to 
Paul Warnke as chief arms negotiator 
with the Soviet Union are concentrating 
on an effort to force President Carter into 
a hardline negotiating position when 
Strategic Arms Limitation Talks resume 
later this year. 
During confirmation hearings by the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee on 
Wednesday. Paul Nitze outlined this ap­ 
proach when he said the issue is not only 
the man, but the American position. 
Nitze was among three witnesses who 
testified against Warnke's nomination to 
be director of the Arms Control and 
Disarmament Agency and to head the 
delegation that will negotiate a new 
SALT treaty to replace one that expires 
this year. As a former deputy secretary 
of defense and a ranking member of the 
past SALT negotiating delegation, Nitze 
is considered the most important of 
Warnke's opponents 
He also reflects the position of such 
senators as Henry M Jackson, D-Wash . 
and Robert Griffin, R-Mich., who are 
working to toughen the American stance 
for the arms talks. 
In general, they contend that without a

previous sexual conduct ex­ 
cept in limited circumstances 
would have to be determined 
by a judge before a trial. 
"F o r all too long, the victim 


of rape has also been a victim 
of the court system,” said 
Rep Steve Vossmeyer, D-St. 
Louis, who sponsored the bill. 
"This bill would change that 
and give the victim a chance." 
The measure must still be 
approved by the whole House. 
Tentative approval was also 
given to regulation of credit 
life insurance and a prohibi­ 
tion against lending institu­ 
tions .requiring borrowers to 
purchase regular life or health 
insurance through them as a 
condition for receiving the 
loan. 
The credit life insurance 


proposal, sim ilar to the one 
that gained initial approval in 
the Senate Tuesday, would 
save Missourians about $7 
million annually in premiums 
for the insurance, which is re­ 
quired to guarantee payment 
of short term loans, according 
to backers of the bill. 
The 
House 
also 
gave 
preliminary approval to a bill 
requiring motorists to stop at 
any railroad crossing when 
signals indicate a train is ap­ 
proaching. Failure to do so 
would 
result 
in 
a 
misde­ 
meanor charge. The bill is a 
priority of the governor.

So 
it’s less of a surprise that in 
Am erica’s bicentennial year. 
Ford was chosen as the first 
American to be president of

D ic k e n s 
F e l l o w s h i p , 
an 
h o n o r 
p re v io u sly 
reserved 
for 
Britons. 
“ I think Dickens would have 
liked that," he said on a recent 
trip to New York to work with 
two other scholars on com­ 
mentary for a new filming of 
D ick e n s’ 
"H a rd 
T im es,” 
which will appear on public 
television in May. 
On Dickens’ last birthday. 
Ford was in London to preside 
over the fellowship meeting 
and 
talk 
about 
D ickens' 
dislike 
of 
the 
walls 
that 
separate 
people 
— 
class, 
bigotry, nationalism 
He raised his glass to the 
gathered elite of 
Dickens’ 
modern-day 
following 
and 
said. 
"On 
Christm as

And 
if a second day in the year 
might be nominated, 1 think 
most of us here would agree 
upon selecting 7 February as 


embodying the same s p irit... 1 
therefore give you the toast —

This from a man who has 
trouble 
getting 
his 
own 
children to read Dickens. 
“ Maybe it will change," he 
says in a low, fatherly tone. 
“ My father was very fond of 
Dickens and was always buy­ 
ing me those fancy editions 
with pictures. But it didn't 
take. I couldn’t abide Dickens. 
.1 was a late comer, shall we 
say, a convert.” 
Ford has found in his studies 
a 
quiet 
re su rre ctio n 
of 
Dickens, and the English man 
of letters is a frequent compa­ 
nion in spirit. One feels they 
would have liked each other 
"Like my wife, like my best 
friends, every human being is 
still something of a mystery to 
me," Ford says. "I can’t say 
what kind of shaving soap he 
used on Aug. 14, 1842, but I'm 
sure I have a sense of how he 
felt." 
It comes from living face to 
face with the works, letters 
and others' recollections of the 
man How was it, for instance. 
Ford 
wonders, 
to 
watch 
Dickens and Washington Irv­ 
ing sharing a bowl of mint 
julep with two straws? 
The tall, genial professor 
came to his happy Dickens 
obsession through a blend of 
his

loves, 
"E n g lis h 
literature and history." 
He settled on the first and 
began with poetry. Indeed, he 
did his doctoral thesis on John 
Keats. He has written a book 
on D. H Lawrence, whom he 
admires. But by and by the

He’s currently editing a ver­

‘A Christm as Carol’ earlier." 
One gets the notion that 
when Dickens is hurt. Ford 
winces. Dickens chafed over 
his failure to collect royalties 
on the 1,000 copies of Dickens' 
impressions of Am erica that 
were sold in the United States. * 
There was no copvwright law 
then. 
Dr Ford is sympathetically 
outraged. "It drove him fran­ 
tic because he couldn't put his 
children through college ... He 
had 10 children, eight surviv­ 
ed. Only one went to college 
One became a Royal Canadian 
Mounted Policeman, one was 
a bushfarmer in Australia, 
one joined the Royal N avy." 
Some of Dickens' descen­ 
dants are members of the 
Dickens 
Fellowship 
which 
Ford heads. Founded in 1902, 
it 
started 
out 
by 
doing 
charitable works, but today it 
is 
devoted 
to 
sustaining 
Dickens' memory. 
Does 
his 
wife 
ever 
get 
jealous of Dickens0 
"W ell. I guess any wife gets 
jealous of a preoccupation 
They want to go to a party, 
and instead you're staying 
home 
and 
writing a 
book 
review or something But she, 
I think, had liked Dickens 
more intensely in the early 
stages of our relationship than 
I did. She was a Dickens fan, 
and that makes for a happy 
m arriage." 
The Dickens that Ford seeks 
to know is deeper than the 
writer of novels, the instant 


success 
at 
age 
24, 
the 
benevolent Santa Claus of a 
man. 
“ We know more about him 
now than his best friend did 
then," Ford says. "One reason 
I find his personality and his 
writing so compelling is that it 
is not a simple ‘Christmas 
Carol' kind of thing. That's an 
important part, but there is 
the other side that is dark — of 
a man who, despite what 
seems like a happy life, had a 
real sense of being alone." 
He liked to quote the diary of 
one 
of 
D ickens' 
contem ­ 
poraries: "W e all come down 
to dinner, but each has a room 
to himself." 
“ Dickens knew that very 
well," Ford says with a trace 
of sadness.

m a j o r 
s e c r e t

Dickens’ life came to light on­ 
ly in the 1950s. In his later 
years, the novelist took an ac­ 
tress named Ellen Ternan, 27 
years his junior, as a mistress 
"and lived with her while he set 
up his wife in London. 
Dickens 
scholars 
didn’t 
discover it until an American 
researcher 
used 
infrared 
photography to study papers 
that had been heavily edited in 
black ink. It turned out that 
Dickens' 
sister-in-law 
had 
tried to obliterate the evidence 
of the other woman. 
Ford had studied the same 
papers earlier 
"I remember holding them 
up to the light and wondering 
what was written there.' he

A lton dam 
legislation 
introduced 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. Adlai E. 
Stevenson, D-Ill., introduced legislation 
Thursday to authorize the construction of 
a new dam and single 1,200-foot lock to 
replace existing locks and dam 26 on the 
Mississippi River at Alton, 111. 


The controversial project, estimated to 
cost $391 million, was approved last year 
by the Senate Public Works Committee, 
but deleted from an omnibus public 
works bill in the Senate under threat of a 
session-end filibuster 


Stevenson told 
the 
Senate in 
reintroducing the authorization proposal 
that the existing dam “ is in disrepair and 
the locks are inadequate to meet the 
traffic.” 


The existing locks can handle 73 
million tons a year and traffic is pro­ 
jected at 85 million tons in 10 years, he 
said. 


"It is an argument between competing 
modes of transportation for economic ad­ 
vantage,” Stevenson said about the 
controversy. “ A modest 13-million ton in­ 
crease in capacity at Alton will not force 
the railroads to the brink of bankrupt­ 
cy,” he argued.

Denying that the project is a step 
toward widening and deepening the Up­ 
per Mississippi River channel, Stevenson 
said his bill would expressly prohibit a 
12-foot channel and forbid any federal of­ 
ficial from even studying the possibility

Heed warning on 
pros tate c anc er 


Dear Dr. Lamb — My hus­ 
band was one of those un­ 
fortunate men who discovered 
he had cancer of the prostate 
too late. He was only 54 and his 
last months were terrible, 
both 
psychologically 
and 
medically. I appreciate your 
warning the public about this. 
Isn't there some way the men 
can be made more aware of 
this danger? 
Dear Reader — 1 am sorry 
to hear about your husband. It 
is a needless waste in most in­ 
stances. Cancer of the pro­ 
state can be cured if it is 
detected early enough — the 
outlook may be even better 
than the cure rate in early 
treatment of cancer of the 
breast. 
The first 
step is public 
awareness. As I have men­ 
tioned before only five per 
cent of the men with prostate 
cancer 
found 
in civilian 
populations survive, while 50 
per cent of those found and 
treated at Walter Reed Army 
Medical Center are cured. The 
difference is early detection. 
In this regard I am disap­ 
pointed 
in 
the 
American 
Cancer 
Society. 
Normally 
they do an excellent job and I 
am a strong booster o f their ef­ 
forts. but they 
have done 
almost nothing to educate the 
public about the third most 
common cause of death from 
cancer in men. There are 
more deaths from prostate 
cancer in 
men 
than from 
cancer of the uterus in women. 
Yet. in an otherwise good 
publication. T he Hopeful Side 
of Cancer, that points out how 
many people can be cured of 
cancer, there is no mention of 
cancer of the prostate at all or 
the best method to find it The 
way to find it is with a simple 
finger examination of the rec­ 
tum 
Every male needs to 
know this and needs to know 
that he should have such an 
examination once a year after 
he reaches age 40. We are not 
going to save the thousands of 
men dying from cancer of 
the prostate 
until 
this 
is 
understood and accomplished 


There 
is 
no useful public 
education program about it. 
The American Cancer Socie­ 
ty predicts the total of deaths 
from prostate cancer in 1976 
will be 19,300 and only 7,700 
from cancer of the cervix and 
3,300 from cancer of the body 
of the uterus. With these kinds 
of figures why is there no pro­ 
gram for public education and 
a program for early detection 
and treatment of prostate 
cancer? 
There is also a great need 
for education of physicians 
about changes in treatment 
concepts. T he old idea was to 
not try to cure or eradicate the 
cancer, but to give female hor­ 
mones and use castration, if 
needed, to control symptoms 
from extension of the cancer. 
Things have changed If the 
cancer is found early enough, 
radiation treatment will cure 
the cancer completely and in 
some instances surgery may 
be used to obtain a complete 
cure. In these instances it is 
not necessary to have either a 
castration or take female hor­ 
mones. Radiation even cures 
some cancers of the prostate 
that have extended outside the 
prostate gland.

Wives should see to it that 
their husbands take the prob­ 
lem seriously.

If wax is colored 
and any traces of color remain, soak in an oxygen bleach 
and then launder, if safe for fabric.”

Good taste tempers shopping sprees

NEW YORK (N EA ) - Emi­ 
ly Cho, attractive and chic, 
doesn’t dare look at herself in 
the mirror when she’s work­ 
ing 
“ I'm always focusing on the 
client,” she says. “ If she sees 
you looking at yourself or at 
something that isn't for her, 
you won’t get away with it." 
And possibly you won t col­ 
lect the fees Miss Cho, and 
others like her, charge for 
buying wardrobes for other, 
women 
But in the seven years Miss 
Cho has been, as she calls it, a 
personal stylist, she's had no 
problem getting her fees: $40 
for an initial hour’s consulta­ 
tion, 
followed 
by 
$75 
for 
research 
in 
boutiques 
and 
department stores to find and 
set aside the clothes she thinks 
will 
please 
the 
client 
— 
“ That’s approximately four 
hours 
per 
client 
when 
I 
become her” — and, finally, 
$30 an hour for a shopping 
spree with the client which 
lasts an average of five or six 
hours. 


Her 200 clients range in age 
from “ daughters of clients up 
to grandmothers,” and sizes 
four to 14 “ That's why it’s 
really 
interesting, 
because 
I’m not searching for new 
clothes in the same depart­ 
ment day after day.” 
She works a five-day week, 
scheduling 
four 
shopping 
sprees in that time, and the 
women she shops for come 
from all over: New York. Ten­ 
nessee, Louisiana, Illinois. 
They're lawyers, doctors, 
“ even 
psychiatrists,” 
even 
women who work in fashion, 
and they come for a variety of 
reasons. 
“ Sometimes a client will 
say, i ’ve spent a lot of money 
and I know I can do better,’ or 
i don’t have time to shop,' or 
i can't stand to.’” But more 
often Miss Cho hears, “ I’ve

given to everyone else, my 
children, my husband, it’s my 
turn now.” 
Here, the client continues, 
handing 
her 
a 
minimum 
budget of $1,000 for a season’s 
wardrobe, "you go fight the 
crowds and get the blisters. 
All I want is something to 
wear for every occasion.” 
But that’s only part of it. In 
the best of circumstances. 
Miss Cho says, “ the success 
story is when a client develops 
a terrific sense of personal 


style which means the clothes 
she wears fit like a second 
skin. She wears them with 
ease, they make her feel good 
and enhance who she is." 


There was the doctor's wife 
who came to her three years 
ago, a woman "who had to 
meet and greet a fantastic cir­ 
cle of high society and, at the 
same 
time, 
who 
w^s 
a 
sculptress in her own right. 
She rushed me through the 
whole thing the first time. 
“ You could see she felt very 


guilty because an artist is not 
supposed to worry about her 
image. And she was torn be­ 
tween who she should be and 
whether she should get two 
wardrobes for her two per­ 
sonalities.” 
She did. that first time, lots 
of dinner 
clothes for 
her 
hosting duties, and pants and 
tweed skirts and tunics for 
art's sake. 
“ Then last season,” Miss 
Cho continues, “ we integrated 
that into one wardrobe and it’s 
the sculptress who won out. 
That exactly reflects her. But 
it wouldn't have been right for 
me to push her into one image 
three years ago because I 
would have cut her jiusband 
out.” (He, in the interim, 
learned to accept his wife as 
an individual and sfje became 
more confident.)

The state Game and Fish 
Department is experimenting 
with 
w indm ill 
variatio n s 
which may add years and 
decades of life to the state's 
impoundments. 
These

poundments suffer fish kills 
because of the lack of oxygen 
in winter or excess algae 
bloom which robs the water of 
oxygen in summer 
Five 
lakes 
have 
similar 
types of windmills to see how 
effective they would be in ad­ 
ding oxygen and extending the 
productivity of the lake 
F is h e r ie s 
c h ie f 
D a le 
Henegar of Bism arck said he 
did not want to get enthused, 
“but it's hard not to when you 
watch them in operation." 
Henegar's enthusiasm 
so 
far is based on the fact the 
mills not only increase ox­ 
ygen, but do away with the 
dead bottom area and put the 


whole process into food pro­ 
ductivity for fish life. 
With more abundant food 
the fish are more likely to 
grow bigger, faster, and the 
lake would be able to support a 
larger fish population 
Crown Butte Dam in Morton 
County west of Bism arck is 
one lake with a windmill Two 
others have been placed in Ar- 
roda Dam, another in Camels 
Hump near Dickenson and two 
on

Turtle 
Mountains. 
The department has been 
experimenting with windmill 
types for several years and it 
has had electric pumps install­ 
ed in some lakes to circulate 
the water.

Jim Furnas, 18. his brother, said he was on the ground as 
Mrs. Rand screamed, “Save my baby, save my baby" from a 
third floor fire escape. Furnas said he and others tried to talk 
the woman into climbing down, but she refused, saying the

"She had the child in her hands. As 1 stood there, she 
screamed and started to burn," Furnas said 
Furnas said firemen later managed to get to the child, but 
left the mother's body “to go after somebody who w as alive " 
The child was taken to a Des Moines hospital and later 
flown to the burn center at University Hospitals in Iow a City, 
where she died of her burns.

Joe Kevin Harvey is fast on 
his way to becoming persona 
non grata at the Atchison 
County Jail. 
When the 22-year-old At­ 
chison 
man 
isn't 
escaping 
from the jail or complaining 
about its conditions, he is in 
the Atchison Hospital because 
of self-inflicted injuries. 
Harvey was in the hospital 
under 24-hour guard Wednes­ 
day night after inserting a 
sharpened paper clip beneath 


the skin of his belly a night 
earlier It took two surgeons to 
extract it. 


On 
Monday 
Harvey was 
taken to the hospital for tests 
and X-ray examinations after 
he complained of a severe 
headache. 
And 
over 
the 
weekend he was treated at the 
hospital after jamming a ball­ 
point pen into his hand. 


Two weeks ago. he snatched 
a bullet from a deputy's gun 
belt and swallowed it. Doctors 


had to be called again before it 
was retrieved 


It all began Nov. 7 when 
Harvey was jailed for an arm­ 
ed robbery at an Atchison 
restaurant. 
He 
also 
was 
charged with carrying a con­ 
cealed weapon 


Forty-eight hours later, he 
used a board from his bunk to 
pry his way out of a jail win­ 
dow. He was caught less than 
two hours later and charged 
with breaking jail. 


He also faces a federal 
charge of taking a stolen car 
across state lines. 


As of Feb. 1, Harvey had run 
a bill of more than $200 at the 
hospital - and resorted to 
another means of tormenting 
county officials 


In a letter to a federal judge, 
he called the 36-year-old jail 
unsafe and unsanitary. The 
result was a surprise visit by 
Dale Bohannon, state jail in­ 
spector. who reported defi­ 


ciencies in the jail’s electrical 
wiring and plumbing 
Harvey was in Topeka last 
week for a psychiatric evalua­ 
tion. Charles Tuley, Harvey’s 
court-appointed attorney, said 
when a report on the mental 
examination is filed in court 
he plans to ask that the trial of 
his client be moved to another 
countv.

Kelley stresses 
anti-spy effort 


KANSAS CITY (AP) - F B I 
Director Clarence M. Kelley 
said he is resigning without a 
feeling of abandonment and 
does not feel lie has left his 
work “ half-done.” 
Kelley made the remarks 
after a strong speech stressing 
the importance of the bureau's 
counterintelligence 
work 
against spies from Communist 
countries. He spoke to an au­ 
dience of 150 lawyers at the 
Lawyers Association of Kan­ 
sas City. 


“ After four years of very 
fine 
association 
with 
the 
bureau, I am leaving it a very 
sensitive, 
well-structured, 
well-rrganized agency. ” he 
said 
Kelley announced last 
month that he is resigning 
Jan. 1, 1978. after he will have 
served 44 years as FB I chief. 


In his speech, Kelley said 
the activities of spies from the 
Soviet 
Bloc 
countries 
ant 
Communist 
China 
continue 
full-force against the United 
States 
He said the FB I in­ 
vestigated 
about 57,000 in­ 
cidents 
concerning 
foreign 
spies during last year 


He said “ the collection of 
military, economic, political, 
scientific and technical in­ 
formation" is a daily activity 
for the spies. 
Kelley said the number of 
officials 
from 
Soviet-bloc 
countries 
and 
Communist 
China living in the United 
States 
has 
increased 
from 
about 800 in 1966 to nearly 
2,000 in December 1976. 
“ Our experience has shown 
us that a substantial number 
of 
these 
Soviet-bloc 
and 
Chinese officials are directly 
connected 
with 
their 
in­ 
telligence services,” Kelley 
said 
But the former Kansas City 
police chief said thp number of 
domestic security cases the 
bureau investigates has been 
substantially reduced He said 
the F B I now handles less than 
500 such cases a year, down 
from 21,414 cases in July. 1973. 
Kelley 
said the counter- 
intelligence work demanded 
secrecy, but he said it was im­ 
portant the FB I carry out its 
operations within American 
principles of "human dignity, 
decency and legality."

with the cost to come from ap­ 
propriations. 
That might not 
sound like a lot of money, but 
Dole’s estimate is that Kansas 
farmers alone would be spared 
having $500,000 slashed from 
their 
yearly 
grain 
incomes, 
already reduced by low grain 
prices. The Dole proposal is 
receiving support from many, 
including the administrator of 
the Federal Grain Inspection 
Service, and Sen. Thomas F. 
Eagleton, D-Mo., chairman of 
the Agriculture Appropriations 
Subcommittee of the Senate. 


“ It was not my intent, nor do I 
believe the intent of my col­ 
leagues, that these costs be in­ 
cluded in supervision fees, which 
ultimately will have to be ab­ 
sorbed by the American grain 
farmer,” Eagleton wrote in a 
covering letter to Sen. Herman 
Talmadge, D-Ga., chairman of 
the Senate Agriculture Commit­ 
tee. 


At a time when deflation has 
occurred in farm prices and 
moderate 
inflation 
continues 
elsewhere, including farm inputs 
of all kinds, small savings are 
appreciated. Whether the Grain 
Standards Act itself was needed 
in the form drawn by Congress is 
not the issue here. What may be 
important, it seems to us, is that 
this consideration, assuming it 
clears Congress, could be a step 
in re-establishing constructive 
communication 
between 
an 
estranged farm community and 
its government. (Kansas City 
Times)

M erry -g o -ro und 
Nix o n’s ma in g o a l 
is finding respect

WASHINGTON — Richard Nixon, that 
lonely, suspicious former president who 
fought so hard for public approval and 
was rebuffed so often, is still grimly 
determined to regain the respect of his 
countrymen. 


At his San Clemente exile, he is totally 
absorbed in his last battle for public 
esteem. He is pouring his heart into his 
memoirs and preparing for a marathon 
television appearance with David Frost. 


But the autobiography is going so 
painstakingly slow that he offered Frost 
$100,000 to postpone the filming of the 
television interviews for two months 


The two men, with producer Marvin 
Minoff sitting in, discussed the delay at 
San Clemente. Nixon said he would like 
to hold up the filming, scheduled for 
January, until he caught up on his 
memoirs. He blamed the slowdown on 
the difficulty he has encountered con­ 
sulting his tapes and papers, which are 
tied up in Washington by the courts. 


“ Look,” said Nixon, “ I'll give you back 
$100,000 if you'll postpone the time. I 
can’t do it while I ’m working on the book 
this way.” 


Frost is paying Nixon an estimated 
$600,000 for the TV deal. Although Frost 
was upset over holding up the interviews, 
he agreed to a two-month postponement 
and generously rejected the $100,000. 


When Frost wrote out a check for the 
first payment, incidentally, the old 
money-minded Nixon emerged for a mo­ 
ment. He quibbled with his agent, Irving 
“ Swifty” Lazar, over who should get the 
check 
C o nserv a tiv e v iew 


Both Frost and Lazar explained that 
the agent always receives the payment 
and distributes the money. "I never 
heard of that,” grumped Nixon 
He 
cooled down, however, after Lazar pro­ 
mised to deliver Nixon's share within 24 
hours after the check was deposited. 


The former president stands to collect 
an additional more than $2 million from 
Warner Books for his memoirs. He now 
hopes to complete the manuscript by 
next Dec. 21. 


Under the new agreement with Frost 
Nixon will submit to 24 hours of question­ 
ing in front of# 
the cameras. The filming 
will begin in March, however, instead of 
January. The 17 hours of “ out-takes,” the 
unused parts of the film, will become 
Frost’s property. But he cannot use them 
without Nixon’s permission. 


It’s the desire to restore his name more 
than the money that is driving Nixon, his 
friends say. This dogged, dauntless man, 
with the unfortunate sloping nose, the 
marionette hand getures and the robot­ 
like personality, desperately wants to be 
remembered favorably. 


They insist there is a warm, shy, sen­ 
sitive man beneath the psychological 
scar tissue he accumulated as he drove 
himself into one bruising battle after 
another, slashing his way to the top, suf­ 
fering 
inwardly 
from 
the political 
shellfire. 


The friends say this deeply private 
Nixon will reveal himself at last in the 
painstaking memoirs and the seven 
hours on the TV tube. His marathon TV 
appearance, they predict, will have the 
impact of “ Roots.” 


But his critics are skeptical

House in 1980. Theirs is a noble crusade. 


Ronald Reagon spoke to the closing 
banquet Saturday night. It was the eve of 
his 66th birthday, but you wouldn’t have 
guessed it The former California gover­ 
nor was sun-tanned, virile, as handsome 
as ever. He rang all the old bells: The 
American people really are conservative 
in their political thought; the polls show a 
resurgence of conservative attitudes; all 
that is necessary for victory is to weld 
this latent yearning into an effective 
political force 


Former Sen James L. Buckley of New 
York hit the same notes. So did such 
theorists as William Rusher, publisher of 
National Review. This is the way it is 
with revivals. Everybody gets born 
again Warmed by apostolic fires, they 
all go forth rejoicing, bringing in the

sheaves. 


But how0 That is the question many of 
my passionate brothers are unwilling to 
face realistically. Mr. Rusher, for exam­ 
ple, still is wedded to the proposition that 
the Republican party is done for; it has 
known sin; it cannot be redeemed. Salva­ 
tion. 
in 
his view, 
lies 
in 
a new 
unblemished Conservative party. Mr. 
Rusher's evidence admittedly is damn­ 
ing: The GOP holds barely one-third of 
the seats in the House and Senate: the 
party is down to 12 governors; it controls 
both 
houses in 
only 
five state 
legislatures. As a vehicle for political ac­ 
tion, the Republican party is no more 
than an aging Edsel. 


The facts may be undeniable, but they 
do not necessarily lead to a sound 
political 
conclusion. 
Mr 
Rusher's 
schismatic views seemed to command 
less support at this conference than they 
have commanded in the past. Most of the 
participants would like to stick with the 


Republican party, provided its can­ 
didates stand for true Republican prin­ 
ciples. 


And this is where orthodoxy runs 
aground. The conservative activitists 
have not quite got it through their heads 
that elections are not ideas; elections are 
people. It is not attitudes that vote; it is 
human beings, warm bodies, men and 
women. Faith alone is not enough The 
conservatives, if they truly want to win 
at the polls, must motivate a majority of 
the voters in any given constituency to 
put ballots in a box. 


The trouble, all along, is that conser­ 
vatives tend to put purity first and vic­ 
tory second. Governor Reagan tried to 
overcome this celibate notion last sum­ 
mer: He named Sen. Richard Schwieker 
of Pennsylvania as his putative running 
mate It was a fatally poor choice, but 
Mr. Reagan's principle was sound. He 
was trying to attract voters. Among 
some of my brother troglodytes, this was 


the most unheard of thing they ever 
heard of. They were outraged Voters! 
Who needs them? 


This is the conservatives' dilemma. 
They will not compromise with sin. If 
they had managed to nominate and to 
elect Mr. Reagan last year, by this time 
they would be snapping at his heels. You 
wonder, sometimes, if the conservatives 
really want to win — want deeply to win, 
truly want to organize a government and 
govern. T don’t know 


I do know this: Whether they work 
within the Republican party, or seek to 
establish their own party, the conser­ 
vative activists will have to develop a 
tolerance for dissent, a willingness to 
reach out, an acceptance of political 
realities. Until they appeal to a broad 
range of fallible human beings, they will 
stay in exterior darkness. And speaking 
simply as one true believer, I am getting 
awfully tired of the cold

Every Chilean citizen is required to 
carry an identification card, stamped 
with his fingerprints, at all times. With 
Rockwell's new gismo, the Chilean police 
could sort out and identify with frighten­ 
ing efficiency whose prints belonged to 
whom 


A Rockwell spokesman said the federal 
officials apparently misunderstood “ the 
use and nature of the equipment.” It 
would be used by the national police for 
crime detection, not the secret police for 
political suppression, the spokesman 
said. 


The license application lists the pur­ 
chaser as Chile’s Ministry of Defense 
Both police agencies are under its wing 


Meanwhile, Computer Decisions, a 
computer trade magazine, is preparing 
to publish a disturbing account of how 
Latin American dictatorships are using 
computers as tools of oppression. 


The unpublished article describes how 
the Chilean junta rounded up masses of 
suspected dissidents, confiscated their 
identification cards and then used com­ 
puters to compare the cards with 
dossiers. 


In all too many countries, spying 
devices and 
intrusive interrogations 
have been brought together in eternal 
union. Now the use of computerized 
master files could extinguish forever the 
right of privacy in those countries. 


Footnote: Exiles told Computer Deci­ 
sions they had reason to believe that 
dossiers were shared among the police 
forces of the Latin American countries.

Bob Epstein, spokesman for 
the players, issued a brief 
statement Wednesday after­ 
noon on behalf of Ed Garvey, 
executive director, in which 
he said: "After two days of 
negotiations there is absolute­ 
ly no progress. It is now clear 
that the Feb. 15 deadline was 
unrealistic and there is little 
optimism on our side." 
Epstein then said he did not 
know when 
the two sides

When asked for comment, 
Terry Bledsoe, spokesman for 
the N FL Management Coun­ 
cil, said he had not attended

NEW YORK (AP) - It’s 
like a guy divorcing his wife 
after many years of conjugal 
bliss. 
But there are no tears from 
Richard M 
Geisler. As hap­ 
pens in life itself, he found it 
necessary to turn to a fresher, 
younger, more vital interest. 
“Sure, it's a sentimental 
thing - very emotional," the 
youthful-Iooking president of 
Spalding Sporting Goods said 
in speaking of his company’s 
decision to break off a 100- 
year tradition of providing 
baseballs 
for 
the 
major 
leagues. 
"It is a commentary on the 
times. Twenty years ago, we 
were more team oriented. To­ 
day, it’s physical fitness, exer­ 
cise and participation. 
"Tennis is America’s fastest 
growing sport. Golf and bowl­ 
ing are thriving. The newest 
fad is cross-country skiing. 
Women have become prime 
customers. And now there are 
some 300,000 Americans play­ 
ing amateur soccer We have 
become 
a 
nation 
of 
par­ 
ticipants, not just spectators." 
There'was another reason: 
economics. "We were losing 


50 to 75 cents on every ball," 
Geisler said 
When the Yankees’ 
Roy 
White looped a fly to Cincin­ 
nati’s George Foster for the 
final out of the 1976 World 
Series, it marked the last ball 
wearing a Spalding label to be 
struck 
in 
major 
league 
baseball. 
When players hit the Sun 
Belts for spring training later 
this month, the balls will carry 
a new imprint: Rawlings, a 
Spalding competitor. 
There is a poignancy about 
the 
disappearance 
of 
the 
Spalding ball from the major 
league 
scene, 
although 
Spalding balls will continue to 
be sold over the counter. The 
Spalding ball is entwined with 
the rich history of the sport It 
helped rock the cradle. 
Albert G. Spalding, born in 
Byron, 111. in 1850, was one of 
the game’s pioneers, a pitcher 
who later started a small 
sporting goods business and 
helped 
found the 
National 
League in 1876. Until this year, 
every ball ever used in the ma­ 
jor leagues had the word 
"Spalding" stamped between 
the stitching. 


It was the ball old Cy Young 
threw for 508 pitching vic­ 
tories, Babe Ruth knocked 
over the fences for 714 home 
runs and Hank Aaron for even 


more, the ball with which Don 
Larsen pitched a perfect game 
in the 1956 World Series, It’s 


the 
ball 
that 
sits by the 
thousands on limitless shelves 


with autographs of the greats 
and near-greats. 
The 
b a l l 
i t s e l f 
has 
undergone 
many 
changes, 
even dictating the course of 
baseball history First it had a 
rubber center, changed in 1909 
to cork. The "rabbit" ball 
emerged in the 
1920s, the 
golden age of Ruth, and hitters 
in the 1950s complained of a 


"dead ball." 
"The ball never has been 
purposely 
changed 
to 
aid 
either the pitcher or the bat­ 
ter," Geisler said. "Materials 
have changed but the ball 
always has had to meet rigid 
specifications 
in 
size 
and 
velocity. 
Spalding 
produced 
2'2 
million 
baseballs 
a 
year. 


250,000 going to major leagues 
at around $1 75 each In seek­ 
ing to renew a 10-year con­ 
tract, Spalding asked baseball 
for a five per cent prite boost, 
or $1 a dozen. Baseball said 
"no." 


So Spalding closed the door 
on an era and went for the bot­ 
tom line.

Outdoors 
'Cave state' tag 
no hollow boast 


Missouri’s claim to fame as the nation's top cave state was 
strengthened with the discovery of 194 new caves last year, 
bringing the official count to 3,507, the state Department of 
Natural Resources in Rolla reports. 
Jerry D. Vineyard, geologist with the department's Divi­ 
sion ot Geology and Land Survey, says cave discoveries dur­ 
ing the past decade have been averaging 158 a year, so the 
1976 figure is considerably above the yearly average 
One of the reasons for the increase in discoveries has been 
the drought 
Vineyard says many caves have extensive 
underground stream passages that cannot be entered except 
in extremely dry weather Some new caves were discovered 
in 1976 whose entrances are flooded by normal river stages 
The dry conditions also enable explorers to go farther in 
stream passages where a change in water level of one to 
three inches may mean the difference between making new 
discoveries or being forced to turn back. 
Most of the new ly-discovered caves have small entrances 
that have escaped detection until recent years. 
Not only are there more caves — they're also getting big­ 
ger. says Vineyard. The state’s longest cave is in Perry Coun­ 
ty in the southeastern part of the state, where little-known 
Crevice Cave has 24.2 miles of surveyed passages No one 
can say what its length ultimately will be, but it already is the 
14th longest cave in the world 
Crevice Cave is still far behind the biggies — the Mammoth 
Cave-Flint Ridge System in Kentucky at 175 miles and the 
Holloch (Hell Hole) in Switzerland at 77 miles - but already 
it’s eight miles longer than Carlsbad Caverns in New Mexico. 
A computerized file of caves maintained by the division 
shows, surprisingly, that Perry County heads the list of top 10 
cave counties with 380 caves, followed by Greene County 235, 
Pulaski 232, Shannon 224, Crawford 167. Christian 145, Stone 
118, Texas 108, Phelps 102 and Jefferson 94. Of the 10, only 
Perry and Jefferson Counties would not be considered Ozark 
counties. 
Persistent exploration, perhaps more than anything else, 
explains Perry’s status. Just 20 years ago. Vineyard says, 
Perry County had only seven known caves. Persistent ex­ 
ploration by spelunkers from Missouri and Illinois, however, 
has resulted in the increase 
Most of the data on new caves comes to the Geological 
Survey from cave explorers associated with the Missouri 
Speleological Survey, Inc., a private, non profit corporation 
of cave exploring groups in several Midwestern states. 
The Geological Survey serves as a repository for cave 
data, which is valuable in such work as groundwater studies, 
lake site investigations and mineral resources work In turn, 
the spelunkers have a central repository where they can 
come for cave information gathered from a myriad of 
sources and reproduced at cost. 
One of the problems in discovering so many new caves is 
what to name them There can be only so many Bat or 
Marvel Caves 
Hence, descriptive, chauvinistic or im­ 
aginative names begin to appear, such as Garbage Can Pit, 
Trash Pit, Overlooked Cave, Lost Map Pit, Freda Pit, 
Marilyn Pit, Carl's Bad Cavern, Dave Cave. Cowabungle Pit, 
Fat City Cave or Fetchwater Cave. 
So far, there is no indication of a slowdown in the rate of 
discovery, and 1977 promises to be another good year. Of­ 
ficials agree that work in progress in Southwestern Missouri, 
the Shannon-Texas-Dent County area, the Meramec Basin 
and the Perry County area will make news in 1977.

Sen. Pearson returns $300 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Sen 
James B 
Pearson, R-Kan., 
says he has returned $300 in il­ 
legal contributions he unknow­ 
ingly received from American 
Airlines about five years ago. 
Pearson admitted receiving 
the money Wednesday but he 
said he did not realize it had 
been illegally donated until an 
American Airlines official in­ 
formed him in January. 
The 
airline 
announced 
Wednesday that it had made 
about $40,000 in corporate con­ 
tributions to 71 current and 
former members of Congress 
and other politicians between 
1971 and 1973. 


The donations, according to 
American, included $400 to 
Pearson at a reception in 
December 1971, but Pearson 
said the actual figure was 
$300. 
Pearson said he did not 
learn of the illegal contribu­ 
tion until Jan 11, 1977, when 
Jim Bass, a vice president of 
American, called him 


"M r. Bass advised my staff 
that there was no way that 1 or 
any of my staff could have 
known that this contribution 
had been drawn from the il­ 
legal funds," Pearson said in a 
statement. 


A check for the amount of 
the 
donation 
was 
sent 
to 
American Jan. 25, Pearson 
said, after he notified Sen. 
Howard Cannon, D-Nevada, 
chairman of the Senate Ethics 
Committee, of his intentions.

Half-million singles 


sharing same dwelling 


WASHINGTON 
A Pi — More than half a million unmar­ 
ried couples are living together, the Census Bureau says. 
Although their number has doubled in the past six years, they 
are still a small minority. 
The bureau's 1976 households survey, released Tuesday, 
said' that the number of people living with unrelated 
members ol the opposite sex went from 650.000 in 1970 to 1.3 
million in 1976. They represented about 1 per cent of the total 
households, the bureau said. 
The trend was particularly pronounced among young 
people The number ol unmarried couples living together in­ 
creased fivefold in the age group under 45. 
That statistic was part of a trend, the bureau said, toward 
deferring marriage to a later age. 
But. "ultimately, it looks like marriage as an institution is 
still with us,” said Arthur J Norton, chief of the bureau’s 
marriage and family statstics section. 
The report cited greater acceptance of the principles of 
later marriage, longer educations, and increased job op­ 
portunities for women as factors in the trend. 
The statistics were based on a survey of 50.000 households 
in March 1976. They were the same households the bureau 
surveyed to get the monthly employment statistics.
